NAIRN ANSWERS YOUR QUESTIONS 


DAMP-PROOF COURSES SEALERS THE SUB-FLOOR 


What thickness of linoleum do you recommend for 
different installations? 


Much depends on the amount of traffic to be expected. Nairn 
linoleum ranges in thickness from 6.7 mm to 1.4 mm. The 
6.7 mm gauge linoleum (}") is best used in public buildings, 
theatres, cinemas, hotels and hospitals. In offices, schools 
and department stores, we recommend 4.5 mm linoleum ( }”) 
which is also suitable for hotels and hospitals. The 3.2 mm 
linoleum ({") is more suited to restaurants, cafés, shops 
and offices; for smaller offices, however, the 2.5 mm (,4,”) is 
sufficient. (For greater detail, see the Nairn Design Book, 
mentioned at the foot of the facing page.)

Does floor-warming affect linoleum? Is there any 
special technique for laying linoleum where floor- 
warming is installed? 

A screed surface temperature of up to 80 F, which is usually 
right for a floor-warming system, does not affect linoleum. 
As long as the floor is dry, the normal laying procedure is 
satisfactory. If you have a concrete floor, however, you 
should allow the normal drying time, run the heating 
system for a few days to dry out the floor, and then test it by 
hygrometer for moisture content. The heating should be 
turned off for one day before linoleum is laid, and should 


not be turned on again for two or three days after laying is 
completed, so as to allow the adhesive to mature.

What makes a good damp-proof course for linoleum? 


There are four answers to this question: 


(a) Hot-applied mastic asphalt or pitch mastic flooring, 
laid 4” thick (BS Code of Practice CP 203 [1951}). 


(b) Hot-laid pitch or bitumen in the form of a sandwich 
membrane, laid at least }” thick. 


(c) Cold-applied pitch or bitumen solutions are impervious 
to water but not always to water vapour. It is essential to 
use high quality materials and to lay them strictly in 
accordance with the makers’ instructions. High spots on the 
concrete must be well covered. 


(d) On the Continent and in America, a sandwich membrane 
of polythene at least five-thousandths of an inch thick is 
being used more and more. Many of these installations are 
reported successful; but it is too early yet to recommend 
this method unreservedly.

Cae J What do you think of sealers on 
linoleum? 


2," As the cost of maintaining floors rises, so 
more people are using sealing varnishes. 
These may not eliminate polishing, but they 
make the need for it less frequent. Usually, 
: sealers based on synthetic resins do not 
: yellow with age as much as those based on 
natural oils, such as tung oil. In traffic lanes 
the sealer tends to wear off, and it is diffi- 
cult to replace the lacquer so that it blends 
in with the surrounding surface. It may be 
necessary for the whole surface to becleaned 
off and re-sealed to get a good finish. 


Does the sub-floor need a special finish 
before linoleum is laid on it? 


No, it does not. No special finish is neces- 
sary. If the surface is firm, level, clean and 
4 free from rising moisture, linoleum will suit 
3 it perfectly. New concrete floors must dry 
out and be tested for dampness before lay- 
ing. This is most important where light- 
weight screeds and concretes are formed in 
situ; these often take a long time to dry out, 
and may present a deceptively dry appear- 
ance on the surface.

ty and economy... 
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new style 
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THE new green belts proposed in Hampshire and in the Chilterns 
cover large tracts of country and their recent approval by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government raises afresh the 
whole question of Green Belt policy. Few will question their 
primary aim in restraining the spread of the Hampshire towns 
and the Metropolis. But to define an area on a map and then to 
leave it at that is, perhaps, half doing it. 

Some will question the need for more than superficial 
planning. Surely the whole charm of our countryside is its 
haphazard mixture of field and woodland, laced by winding 
Saxon roads? And surely woodlands, like the New Forest and 
the Chiltern beechwoods, can be left to themselves ? 

But if, leaving naturally wild areas out, we take a closer 
look at man-shaped countryside, we find it is just as artificial 
as the town. The seemingly haphazard pattern turns out to be 
logically based on soil fertilities, on water supply and drainage, 
on the shape of the land and what has seemed to people in 
the past the best use that can be made of it. But this pattern 
may be one that could be either enhanced in beauty or im- 
proved in function, leaving aside the natural beauty of neglect 
and decay which many would defend to the last rotted gate 
post. 

Growing towns add to the wear and tear, their hordes of 
weekend motorists parking everywhere, picknicking in 
meadows, leaving gates open, trampling on the flora and 
scaring away the fauna. To this add the impact of new roads, 
new power lines, the growing use of wire fences instead of 
hedges and things of that kind, and the extent of the fearful 
problem begins to emerge. 

There is no simple answer to conservation and recreation of 
the countryside, but that is a good reason for beginning to 
tackle it now. The Ministry of Agriculture can surely help, 
and the Forestry Commission could broaden its outlook. The 
Nature Conservancy, backed by more finance, might extend 
its studies of natural habitats and encourage a much wider 
policy of restricted access to key areas. Those universities with 
post-graduate courses might do more research into the patterns 
of human activity in the countryside and in the coastal areas. 
One day there may be a real need for‘Comprehensive Landscape 
Development Plans’ in the widest sense. We should prepare 
to meet that challenge now.

Another cosy chat 


One of my agents attended last week’s SPUR meeting at the 
Housing Centre. He found it a cosy evening for the con- 
verted, with never a breath of controversy. He writes ‘The 
handful of people that turned up at the Housing Centre last 
week to hear a talk on sPpuR’s policy for urban renewal were 
treated to the mixture as before. D. Rigby Childs, chairman 
of the society’s policy group, put the case in his charming if 
somewhat discursive way. 

‘I missed the cut-and-thrust of controversy. Who among the 
“initiated” does not agree with urban renewal these days? 
Although this is some measure of SPUR’s achievement, further 
progress can only be made by stopping these fireside chats 
and taking the policy out into the big wide world. What we 
need now are trumpet calls to the apathetic masses, not 
familiar tunes on the violin. 

‘The concluding paragraph of the society’s annual report, 
issued at the meeting, is relevant: “In a little more than a 
century,” it states, “‘the quality of our urban life has tragically 
deteriorated. This deterioration is now gathering momentum 
and will, we believe, disintegrate our cities unless immediate 


action is taken”. 


New Allied Society 


Anyone who has visited the Allied Societies of the RIBA knows 
that they vary a good deal in outlook and enthusiasm. When 
a really good one is found, and there are several, it usually 
happens that all the work is done by a handful of devoted 
members already fully occupied before they start work on 
society business, 

Some of the most energetic of the Allied Societies publish 
journals. This is highly commendable, but real hard work. 
Furthermore, it includes an element of financial risk which 
makes it even more of a responsibility, particularly as Allied 
Societies are notoriously hard-up. 

The latest allied society to launch a journal is the Northamp- 
tonshire, Bedfordshire and Huntingdonshire Association of 
Architects. Volume No. | of the NBH Journal appeared at the 
end of last month. It is a brave beginning. To speed it on its 
way, it carries messages of goodwill from the PrRiBaA and

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from the editors of the three main architectural weeklies. The 
paper aims to be ‘informal, sometimes provocative and, above 
all, human’. I hope this bold venture will succeed. Judging by 
the number of advertisements which it carries it seems likely. 
Advertisements are vital for the balance sheet, but they will 
only continue if the editorial matter is worth-while. The first 
issue augurs well with a good news page, some well-reproduced 
pictures and a diary, as well as a funny article on the architect 
and his car. 

The Nn, B & H Association of Architects is one f the smallest 
of the Allied Societies and yet it has as its gift a valuable 
studentship which enables the winner to spend two weeks 
studying in Rome. The association, like so many other prize- 
giving organizations these days, receives all too few applica- 
tions for this studentship and would welcome suggestions 
from its members, both architects and students, on methods 
of stirring up interest. 

The closing date for the next award is January 16, 1961. 
The studentship is open to members of the nN, B & H Association 
of Architects who are not yet qualified and who are less than

Came the dawn 


Building Industry Distributors is the latest organization to 
enter the field to encourage manufacturers to adopt standard- 
sized trade literature. A letter from Mr. K. J. Fisher, president 
of BID, is now being sent to the managing directors of all those 
firms from whom BID buys, pointing out the familiar advan- 
tages of standard-sized literature to users and urging everyone 
to adopt the international A4 size. 

This is excellent news, but excellent though it is, I cannot 
help smiling at the suggestion, contained in the announcement 
from Bip, that this letter is one of the opening shots in a 
campaign for this stand. Maybe this particular campaign is 
just a private war started by Bip, but the campaign was started 
30 years ago by the Building Centre, which later helped to 
draw up the first BS on the subject. This BS was for trade 
literature in the building industry only. When it was revised 
in 1955 all industry was included and almost every industry 
sent representatives to the committee which discussed it. 
Since then architects, surveyors, and distributors of informa- 
tion, such as the standard Catalogue Co. Specifile and the 
Barbour Index, have constantly campaigned for better and 
standardized trade literature. For the past four years the 
RIBA and the Building Centre have jointly sponsored a compe- 
tition to improve the breed. Results, measured against the 
great mass of trade literature in the building industry, are 
small but, nevertheless, each year has produced a steady 
improvement in the standard of prize-winning entries. 

At the same time, the amount of standard literature sub- 
mitted has risen sharply. Many well-known manufacturers 
have been quick to see the advantages of better literature and 
many more are in the process of changing over their entire 
output to the A4 size. Those people who have spent a lot of 
time and effort trying to persuade manufacturers to change 
and to produce literature which is better laid out and more 
informative will welcome the BID as a powerful ally in a 
long-fought struggle. 


European outlook 


The Morton, Lupton and Tom Hancock outfit of Wallingford 
is always on the bail. What with revolutionary schemes for 
Oxford and much-abused but jolly good skyscrapers for 
Henley-on-Thames, it has been quite a lot in the news. The 
latest move is the formation of a European design association. 
In simple English this means, | think, that they have come to a 
working arrangement with Francesco Gnecchi of Milan (he has 
paid several teaching visits to the AA, and has an Australian 
wife) and Claus Bremer and Anne Marie Rubin of Copen- 
hagen. Collaboration has already started; in fact the Danes 
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helped on the Oxford scheme. This will, I am sure, offend 
Sir Albert Richardson. 

Speaking at a dinner in York recently, he deprecated what 
he called strange contributions being made to architecture 
these days, mostly from the Argentine and Brazil, and 
occasionally from Denmark. ‘I trust,’ said Sir Albert, ‘that 
when the new University of York is started, local architects 
will be engaged and there will be no foreign interference.’ 


Which washing-up machine ? 

With the Christmas washing-up not far away some husbands 
and many wives will be thinking wistfully of the supposed 
joys of a washing-up machine. Some may even buy one. 
According to the December issue of Which ? they are in for a 
disappointment. Investigation has shown that although some 
washing-up machines are better than others, none of those 
at present on the market does the job as well as a pair of hands. 
All I can say is that if some of the washing-up turned out in 
my household is anything to go by, washing-up-machine 
standards must be pretty low. Doubtless the Consumers’ 
Association employed cordon bleu washers-up. 

In the usual summing-up Which ? comes to the conclusion 
that the most expensive machine, and it is much the most 
expensive, is the best buy. I like to see the underdog coming 
to the top occasionally. The cost involved would provide a 
very comfortable trip to the sun for two. I'll stick to my apron 
and rubber gloves. 


Glasgow stirs 

A leader in the Glasgow Herald recently praised the Glasgow 
Corporation for, at long last, recognizing that the city contains 
buildings of antiquity and architectural interest which should 
be preserved. 

The corporation’s planning committee has approved the 
inclusion of 20 buildings in the list of buildings for preserva- 
tion put to them by the Department of Health for Scotland. 
The Glasgow Herald welcomes this as a beginning. The principle

More enlightened opinions within the corporation are seen 
as the immediate cause, backed up by growing public interest 
in architecture in general, fostered in turn by the press and 
television. 

Congratulations to the corporation of Glasgow. I hope 
that its members realize that those 20 buildings are only a 
beginning. 


A TPI ‘brains trust’ 


The Town Planning Institute assembled a first-rate panel to 
discuss Residential Development Densities at The Livingstone 
Hall, Westminster, last week. It comprised Walter Bor, deputy 
planning officer of the tcc; J. P. Macey, Birmingham housing 
manager; J. B. Cullingworth, of the Department of Social 
Studies at Durham University; Lewis B. Keeble, senior 
lecturer and director of studies in the Department of Town 
and Country Planning at London University; and Mrs Muriel 
Smith, community development officer of the London Council 
of Social Service. Rowland Nicholas, president of the TP1, was 
in the chair. 

Mr. Keeble came down firmly on the side of houses with 
private gardens and lower densities generally (‘Tall blocks 
were wonderful places for other people to live in’). Mr. Macey 
thought flats were a necessary evil, Walter Bor defended them 
—and the whole principle of high-density development (‘My 
quarrel with some high-density development so far is that the 
designers have approached it with a low-density mentality’). 


IUA Congress Director 


I have had an uneasy feeling recently that the work of planning 
the business and social events for the 1961 tUA Congress in 
London was under-rated. | am more than pleased, therefore, 
to report that the wealth of executive action still to be taken 
to ensure that the Congress goes without a hitch is now to 
be placed in the hands of a controller appointed by the 
RIBA. 

The Building Centre have generously agreed to make 
available Mr. Gontran Goulden, their Deputy Director, to 
be the Director of the Congress from January 1, 1961. Mr. 
Goulden, who is already vice-chairman of the Congress 
Organizing Committee, has been intimately involved in all 
decisions taken so far. His services to the Congress cannot 
be absolutely full-time, but he is the ideal man for the job 
and has the backing of considerable experience in the Army, 
in which he rose to the rank of Brigadier. 

His team will include Malcolm MacEwen, Miss R. Cridland, 
David Taylor and Mrs. Mead. 

The Building Centre have also been good enough to offer 
£500 to provide secretarial help for Mr. Goulden. Salutez, 
Herr Direktor! 


They certainly do not 


My picture, sent by a reader, shows a new menace to the 
urban scene which is being perpetrated on shop fascias. My 
correspondent says that it has already led to imitations by 
another firm. He also says that he does not know which offends 
him most—the idea, the design or the colour. The Minister of 
Housing and Local Government has said that he is loath to 
strengthen planning control over advertising, preferring to 
rely upon the good sense of the industry. This type of thing 
shows quite clearly that his confidence is misplaced. 

Lord Mancroft asked a question in the Lords (p. 760) on 
this subject last week and was told by Earl Waldegrave in 
reply that the Minister was examining urgently whether more 
effective remedies were needed. My example comes from 
Beverley, county town of the East Riding.

The architect in local government 


Sir,—While one can understand the reluctance of the RiBA 
to comment in other than general terms upon the letter 
which the Institution of Municipal Engineers has addressed 
to certain town clerks, the facts are so distorted that they 
cannot be allowed to pass unchallenged. 

The Institution freely acknowledges that local authorities 
should employ the services of architects, as practically all 
of them are doing, and agrees that undoubtedly the best 
method from the point of view of economic and efficient 
local administration is the single department co-ordinating 
and carrying out all building activities, including their 
engineering, architectural and planning aspects, controlled 
by one chief officer with assistants who are qualified in the 
various branches of the work to be carried out. 

This is precisely the view of the City and Borough 
Architects Society, which has been successfully campaigning 
for the past 12 years for the establishment of such depart- 
ments. But, unlike the Institution, we architects claim with a 
logic that is beyond challenge, that the chief officer responsible 
for co-ordinating and carrying out building activities must be 
the architect—the recognized leader of the building team 
not the municipal engineer, whose talents lie in other direc- 
tions. 

The whole case put forward by the secretary to the Institution 
rests on a fallacy arising out of the application of the title 
‘engineer’. Unlike ‘architect’, which has a statutory signifi- 
cance, ‘engineer’ can be applied to the designer of some 
mammoth civil engineering undertaking or to the man who 
oils the engine on a local ferry boat, and it is wise and usual 
to include a qualifying prefix. The engineering content of 
building work on which the Institution’s letter puts such stress 
is certainly not municipal engineering; it is more properly 
defined as building engineering—which comprises the pro- 
fessions of structural, electrical, heating and ventilating 
engineering. 

These are the professions which normally work in associa- 
tion with the architect and under his leadership in all building 
projects, public or private. It is, therefore, right and proper for 
these specialists to work as members of the building team in 
the architect’s department. 

Viewed in this light, the reference in the Institution’s letter 
to the amount of building work which is still carried out 
under the nominal direction of municipal engineers merely 
serves to emphasize the extent of the wrongs which in the 
public interest should be righted. 

The reluctance of the municipal engineers concerned to lose 
the larger and more interesting part of their present responsi- 
bilities is understandable but only the most unreasonable 
could deny the logic and justice of the architect's claim. The 
fallacious arguments now advanced will do nothing to stem 
the progress of the enlightenment of municipal authorities 
which originated in these parts nearly 60 years ago, Man- 
chester, Bradford and Hull having established the first city 
architect’s departments in 1901.

On stiletto heels 


Sir,—I was interested to read Abner’s remarks on stiletto heels 
(a & BN, November 30). There is no doubt that such heels 
do play havoc with most flooring materials including wood, 
terrazzo, composition tiles, etc. 

Being interested in the use of certain flooring materials, I 
have made a special study of this problem and, after visiting 
both Scandinavia and Spain, am quite convinced that with 
the exception of timber only the natural and traditional 
materials will withstand the treatment from such shoes. I 
refer, of course, to stone and burnt clay goods 

Probably the best, and not necessarily the most expensive, 
floor is one covered with marble or similar material. This is 
used extensively in Sweden and Denmark, both in the most 
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expensive hotels and commercial buildings and in the most 
humble homesteads. Furthermore, it is a fallacy to say that 
it is too slippery for use as a floor, as with a non-polished 
surface it is virtually non-slip, particularly when the pieces of 
marble used are of random size, giving a fairly large number of 
joints. By the use of the random sizes, which are cut from 
waste marble, it is possible to reduce the cost to a competitive 
figure. 

From my experience, two other suitable materials are 
available in England at present. They are (1) ceramic mosaic 
tiles in various sizes and colours, and (2) quarry tiles now 
being made in attractive and varying colours and sizes. 

These two alternatives to marble are cheaper but do not 
have, in my opinion, the dignity or everlasting wearing 
quality of marble, particularly Swedish, which is so much 
harder than most other similar stones.

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Monico properties to be re-let: 

developers’ full statement 

Properties on the Monico Site in Piccadilly Circus, which have 
remained vacant since rejection of the redevelopment 
scheme by the Minister of Housing and Local Government 
earlier this year, are to be re-let, it is announced in the following 
statement by the developers, City Centre Properties and the 
Legal & General Assurance Society: 

The acquisition of this site by City Centre Properties and the Legal 
& General Assurance Society to enable redevelopment has 
occupied some seven years and has involved a very large capital 
sum, the ultimate responsibility for which falls upon City Centre 
Properties, a public company with many stockholders. 

The redevelopment of the site was discussed at every stage 
with the Lcc as the planning authority throughout this seven- 
year period, and several alternative methods of redevelopment 
were proposed but rejected by the planning authority. Ulti- 
mately, a plan for redevelopment was evolved in collaboration 
with the tcc which met with their approval. It was this plan 
which, at the instance of the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, was the subject of a public inquiry in December, 
1959, and January, 1960, and which was rejected by the Minister 
in May of this year. 

In anticipation of redevelopment and in view of the Lcc’s 
approval of the redevelopment scheme in principle, much of the 
property embodied in the site was allowed to fall vacant, and 
the actual rents now received in respect of the site fall far short 
of the interest required to service the capital invested (on a 
simple 5 per cent basis). 

With the consent and approval of the Lcc, a contract was 
placed for the demolition of Rainbow Corner, the Lcc being the 
freeholders and the developers the leaseholders, and today they 
are deprived of the considerable income from this section of the 
Monico Site. 

After the Minister’s rejection of the proposals for the Monico 
Site the developers sought to ascertain what was the form of 
redevelopment which would be acceptable to the Minister. 
It soon became apparent that no answer to this question was 
likely to be forthcoming for a considerable time. 


* * * 


Some four months ago Mr. Jack Cotton, as chairman of City 
Centre Properties, and with the agreement of the Legal & 
General Assurance Society, made it clear to the tcc and the 
Minister that he appreciated that in the general public interest 
further time might be required to determine the nature and 
form of the redevelopment of Piccadilly Circus in general and 
this site in particular. In order to facilitate early redevelop- 
ment on any basis which might ultimately be approved the 
developers were willing to postpone any letting of the site and 
leave it largely vacant and unprofitable, provided that the 
authorities would reimburse to the developers the actual plan- 
ning expenditure abortively incurred and interest (at 5 per cent) 
on capital laid out from the date of the public inquiry until the 
approval of a development plan. It was made clear—and the 
fact is—that nothing was sought under this proposal by way of 
profit or recoupment of loss of profit but a mere reimbursement 
of actual expenditure which the developers had incurred in good 
faith (in the light of the Lcc’s indication conveyed by way of 
correspondence and a resolution of March, 1959, that the scheme 
would be approved) and the cost of servicing capital since the 
date of the public inquiry. Mr. Cotton, in order to discharge 
his responsibilities to his stockholders, asked the Lcc to confirm 
by a specific date, subsequently extended to November 30, 
that these proposals were acceptable to them, it again being 
emphasized that City Centre Properties would not receive any 
profit whatsoever. 

This proposal has not been accepted. In recent correspondence 
a different proposal was made by the tcc which was completely 
unacceptable both to City Centre Properties and the Legal & 
General Assurance Society. 


City Centre Properties has made possible the comprehensive 
development in Piccadilly Circus, and the Monico Site in partic- 
ular, through patient acquisition of over 120 different interests 
over a period of many years. Now, the company is suffering a 
loss of some £3,000 per week in connection with this transaction. 
This state of affairs cannot continue, and in view of these heavy 
outgoings mounting month by month, it is no longer possible 
to leave unlet those parts of the site which are now wholly un- 
productive; and new lettings of the properties acquired must 
now be negotiated on a commercial basis. 

This course of action has the support of the Legal & General 
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Assurance Society, and of large interested stockholders in the 
company, who have been consulted. 

The chairman of City Centre Properties has informed the 
Minister and the tcc of this intended action. 


The LCC’s reply 
Replying to this statement at the last meeting of the Lcc, 


Mr. Richard Edmonds, chairman of the town planning 
committee, said: 


‘Today's statement by the developers speaks of negotiating 
new lettings of the properties acquired on a commercial basis, 
and it does not specify their duration. 

‘It must be apparent that if they should extend to 21 years 
they would presumably prevent Mr. Cotton’s company from 
developing the site during that period. 

“But they would not prevent acquisition under compulsory 
powers, and I feel sure that the council would not hesitate to seek 
compulsory powers before the 21 years ended if the public 
interest required redevelopment to take place sooner. 

Mr. Edmonds said that after the Minister’s refusal of planning 
permission for the proposed development of the Monico site, 
Mr. Cotton approached the Ministry and then the council and 
asked that his company should be reimbursed: — 

(1) The interest on the capital involved, less rents received 
from December 25, 1959, and for so long as the project 
should be suspended, and

‘There appeared to be no legal obligation or basis on which 
the council could meet these payments, but alternatives were 
explored,’ continued Mr. Edmonds. ‘In the course of discussions 
Mr. Cotton stated that, unless assured of full reimbursement 
during the suspension of the project, he would feel compelled 
to safeguard his shareholders’ interests by leasing the properties 
commercially, a course which might well defer the redevelop- 
ment of the area under discussion for as much as 2! years 

‘In an endeavour to avoid this happening, and after consulta- 
tion with the Minister, the developers were told that the council 
would be ready to negotiate on the basis that it should purchase 
all the interests acquired by the developers in the site and take an 
assignment of the loan from an insurance company with which 
their purchase had been financed. This proposal was made with 
the concurrence and support of the Minister, who was ready 
to share with the council in the ultimate financial results of the 
transaction. 

‘If accepted by the developers, this proposal would, of course, 
have relieved them of all liability for interest payments during 
the period of suspension, though at the price of forgoing the 
chance of profit when the comprehensive plan for Piccadilly 
Circus is approved and the site could be developed. 

‘It was particularly on this latter point that the proposal was 
rejected, since it did not reserve to the developers an option to 
develop the property, presumably under a long lease, should 
they wish to do so when the comprehensive plan is approved.’ 


Minister's green belt verdicts 

Further extensive tracts of Britain may soon become green 
belt land. Last week Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, announced decisions on proposals 
from Hampshire and Buckinghamshire County Councils. 

A plan for a 50-mile green belt 12-15 miles deep along the 
South Coast, submitted by Hampshire, was approved by 
Mr. Brooke with modifications. His decision followed a 
public inquiry last year at which there were more than 300 
objectors. One of the main aims of the green belt is to keep 
the big urban areas of Portsmouth, Southampton, Eastleigh 
and Bournemouth-Christchurch apart from each other. The 
approved area includes the whole of the New Forest, most 
of the shores of The Solent and Southampton Water and the 
area around Hook, a town which was until recently on the 
Lcc’s list for expansion. 

Although the Minister has excluded some land around 
the Esso Petroleum Company refinery at Fawley, on the 
west bank of Southampton Water, he has included the area 
on the east bank which the Caltex Oil Company had originally 
earmarked for development as another refinery. The firm 
later withdrew its proposal after widespread public protests. 


Main areas excluded are as follows: 

An area north of Havant; an area between the village of 
Rownhams, a few miles north-west of Southampton, and 
the Southampton County Borough boundary; an area between 
the Southampton boundary and the Hamble River valley 
(though the valley itself remains as part of the green belt); 
and an area between Marchwood, a village on Southampton 
Water, and Hythe. 

The Minister has thus left room for expansion of Ports- 
mouth and Southampton, a decision which has been welcomed 
by both authorities. 


Some 80,000 acres in Buckinghamshire may be added to 
the London metropolitan green belt. Already about 49,000 
acres in the south of the county are approved green belt land; 
the area to be added will extend it to Marlow in the west and 
to the Lower Icknield Way, verging the Chiltern escarpment, 
in the north. Much of the Chiltern country is thereby included. 

The Minister has deleted some 7,000 acres from the area 
submitted by the county council. He has added a large area 
west of High Wycombe, but excluded land beyond the 
Chilterns towards Aylesbury. The ‘dormitory towns’, or 
Amersham, Beaconsfield, Chesham and Marlow, will now be 
almost surrounded by green belt country, though living space 
for potential new population of 40-50,000 has been allowed. 

The Minister’s amendments will now go back to the county 
councils for their consideration, and to give an apportunity 
for further objections to be made before the areas are finally 
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approved. Maps showing the green belts in their final form 
will then be published. 


Civic centre competition 
Lincoln City Council has invited registered architects or 
those who have applied for registration to enter a competition 
for a civic centre at Lincoln at a cost not exceeding £975,000, 
excluding clearance of site and all professional fees, but 
including external works. 

Premiums will be £4,000, £2,000 and £1,000, but the 
assessors reserve the right to combine the second and third 
premiums and to divide them into a larger number of prizes 
for designs of merit. 

The competition will be judged by Geoffrey Jellicoe, Sir 
Leslie Martin and J. M. Richards. 

Closing date for entries is July 7, 1961, and last day for 
questions January 31, 1961.

Restorations in the Royal Mile 


Plans for the restoration of White Horse Close and Milne’s 
Court, two of the most historic closes in Edinburgh, have 
been approved by the Dean of Guild Court. 

Both of them are in the Royal Mile. White Horse Close is a 
few hundred yards from the Palace of Holyroodhouse. It is 
named after the inn from which coaches left for London. 
The Royal Commission on Ancient Monuments in Scotland 
has described the whole property as ‘a unique survival from 
the seventeenth century’. 

Under a scheme drawn up by H. A. Rendel Govan, of Sir 
Frank Mears and Partners, Edinburgh, the group of buildings 
in White Horse Close will be transformed into 19 houses— 
four three-room cottage-type and the rest consisting of flats 
of two, three and four rooms—and three shops. Estimated 
total cost, about £100,000. 

It is understood that the distinctive architectural character 
of the close, in which English half-timbering blends with the 
Scots period style, will be preserved. 

Mr. Rendel Govan told the Glasgow Herald: ‘This is a 
restoration. Enough is left to make it possible to preserve the 
original, and where we have had to make alterations, we 
have gone back in feeling rather than forward’. 

The other close, Milne’s Court, adjoins the rear of the 
Church of Scotland Assembly Hall at the head of the Lawn- 
market. lan G. Lindsay is in charge of the restoration here. 
This is again seventeenth-century work—being built by 
Robert Mylne, seventh king’s master mason to the House of 
Stewart, and father of the builder of London’s Blackfriars 
Bridge. Gropius visited it and was said to be thrilled by the 
Lawnmarket facade, restored by Edinburgh Corporation 
about 20 years ago. 

The Historic Buildings Council for Scotland has made a 
grant towards emergency work on preserving what can be 
saved of the east side of the court. 


Carlisle civic centre 


Work will begin shortly on the first phase of a new civic 
centre in Rickergate, Carlisle. Included in the £670,000 
project, which is due for completion in two years, are an 11- 
storey administrative block, a linked two-storey civic suite 
and an octagonal council chamber. The buildings will be of 
reinforced concrete frame construction, clad in mosaic with 
precast exposed aggregate panels. The second phase of the 
scheme, an assembly hall, is in the planning stage. The 
architects are Charles B. Pearson & Son, of Manchester and 
Lancaster. 

The present contract is of particular significance to John 
Laing & Son, which was founded in the Cumberland village 
of Sebergham, 10 miles from Carlisle, in 1848. The company 
moved to Carlisle in 1867 and since then has undertaken a 
great number of important projects in and around the city. 

The consulting engineers are Bolton, Hennessey and 
Partners (structural) and Donald Smith, Seymour and Rooley 
(mechanical and electrical); quantity surveyors are Lay 
and Partners (picture opposite). 
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Freeholders plan joint scheme 

What is believed to be the first major development in Bir- 
mingham in which all the freeholders of property in the area 
have combined to commission a comprehensive scheme is 
planned for a section of the Hagley Road, near Five Ways, 
Edgbaston. 

The development includes a Masonic temple, hotel, garage 
and store, with a shopping concourse at first-floor level. 
It has been designed by a local architect, John H. D. Madin. 
Birmingham public works committee has given outline 
planning permission. 

In his plans for a Masonic temple, Mr. Madin recalled the 
ancient idea of the Roman temple on a podium above ground 
level. The first-floor deck will provide the podium. The store 
and shopping centre, in the form of a covered rectangle, 
supply the central feature, with the temple at the Francis 
Road end and the hotel at the Five Ways end. 

Parking space will be provided on top of the deck and at 
lower ground-floor level, with access by ramps and escalators. 
Cost of the scheme has been estimated at about £2 million. 


Plans for the Adelphi 


City Centre Properties (Stores Developments), the company 
formed last May by Mr. Jack Cotton's City Centre Properties 
and F. W. Woolworth and Co., is understood to be drawing 
up plans to redevelop the site of the Adelphi Theatre in the 
Strand. The plans may include a new theatre. Application to 
the Lcc for planning permission is expected to be made in the 
New Year. 


Multi-storey car park for City 


The Corporation of London has accepted a tender for the 
construction of a multi-storey car park in Upper Thames 
Street, London Bridge. The building will take about 12 months 
to complete and will house 612 cars. The tender from John 
Mowlem and Co., of £322,322, will be increased to £350,000, 
because of road and drainage works. 


* * 


A recommendation to apply to the tcc for planning per- 
mission for an area north of the Barbican has been approved 
by the Common Council. This is a slight variation of the 
scheme submitted in May, 1959, because of the irregularity 
of the City boundary. The development will include a base- 
ment car park, two storeys of commercial development, 
residential blocks of seven storeys, a swimming pool and new 
premises for the Cripplegate Institute. Building is planned 
to begin after a start has been made on the south Barbican 
area. It is essential that the two areas be developed as a whole

as most of the smaller flats are planned for the northern area, 
the recreational facilities being for the estate as a whole. 


More off-street_parking facilities urged 


The 1,000-car underground car park planned for Hyde Park 
was encouraging, but more off-street parking facilities must 
be provided during the next few years. This was stated by Mr. 
E. H. Doubleday, ope, in a paper on Off-Street Parking 
delivered to a general meeting of The Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors in London recently. Mr. Doubleday, 
who is county planning officer for Hertfordshire, told of 
solutions to traffic and parking problems that he had seen 
during a study-tour of the United States last year. 

‘I saw much to commend and quite a few things to avoid.’ 
he said. ‘There is no doubt that America is the most car- 
conscious nation in the world.” In 1959, with nearly 70 million 
vehicles, there was one car for every 24 Americans. In Britain 
there was one vehicle for every 6:6 persons, but this was 
falling rapidly and would probably be one vehicle for every 
34 persons by 1970 or, in other words, one car for every 
household. 

Saturation of our roads by cars had made the problem of 
parking on the highway more important than their primary 
purpose of affording a right of passage. ‘American traffic 
surveys show that during the afternoon of a normal day in 
the business district of an average community, 90 per cent of 
the cars are parked—either on or off the street—and only 10 
per cent moving; furthermore, of this 10 per cent, about one- 
third are looking for a place to park,’ he said. 


Pre-apprenticeship courses 


After considering those recommendations of the Carr and 
Crowther Committees which relate to craft apprenticeship and 
training for the building industry, the National Joint Appren- 
ticeship Board for the Building Industry has decided that a 
wider development of pre-apprenticeship courses would 
contribute much to the attainment of the objectives of those 
committees. 

To that end the Board has issued a memorandum to its 
joint apprenticeship committees urging that steps should be 
taken, in full collaboration with the education authorities 
and technical colleges, to provide wherever it is found 
practicable, full-time pre-apprenticeship courses for intending 
building apprentices. 


* 


Such courses will (a) provide school-leavers with an extended 
period of general education coupled with a sound practical 
introduction to building; (b) assist the industry in ensuring 
that boys recruited to craft apprenticeships are properly 
selected, are of the right calibre and are properly distributed 
between the various trades; and (c) assist technical colleges 
in their provision of facilities for building craft courses by 
reducing the risk of wastage at later stages. 

These courses are not intended to take the place of the 
normal system of recruitment, but they should provide a 
valuable supplement to it. The courses are primarily designed 
for boys leaving school at 15 years of age or shortly after- 
wards and as they will normally start in September each year, 
the Board has stressed the importance of encouraging all 
boys selected for a course to remain at school until the July 
leaving date. 

Boys who satisfactorily complete a course will have the 
normal period of indentured apprenticeship reduced by one 
year, and furthermore, there will be a reasonable guarantee 
that they will be placed in an indentured apprenticeship. 

The Ministry of Education has informed the Board that it 
is drawing the attention of local education authorities to the 
proposals and inviting their co-operation with the industry’s 
joint apprenticeship committees in providing facilities for 
courses wherever desired and practicable.

Covent Garden plan criticized 


The Covent Garden Market Bill came under heavy fire from 
both sides of the House during the second reading debate in 
the Commons. 

A number of Conservative MP’s abstained from voting 
in the division on an Opposition motion to reject the Bill. 
The Government carried the day by 217 votes to 159, a 
majority of 58—well below their normal majority 

The Opposition amendment urged that the House should 
decline to give a second reading to a Bill which failed to deal 
effectively with the problems involved in the marketing of 
horticultural produce, and which authorized the rebuilding 
of a wholesale market in one of the most congested parts of 
London without proper regard to the lack of transport 
facilities. 

Mr. Christopher Soames, Minister of Agriculture, moving 
the second reading, said that a properly designed market, with 
facilities for storage and handling, would enable products to 
flow in and out of the market so business could be done much 
more economically and quickly. The new market must be de- 
signed to fit in with the trends of future marketing techniques. 

The Minister contended that it was uncertain whether a 
market at Kings Cross, which had been suggested in some 
quarters, would make the most profitable use of the land. 

Mr. Geoffrey de Freitas, Labour’s ‘shadow’ Minister of 
Agriculture, said what was depressing about the Minister's 
speech was that there was no reference to the thrilling prospect 
of replanning the area, not only so that Inigo Jones’ church 
could be seen or that the Opera House could have space in 
which to build rehearsal rooms, but so that a really good 
building could be put up on the site; perhaps a permanent 
exhibition hall which central London lacked. 

He maintained that a central market in central London was 
undesirable, but if there were to be one it was nonsense to 
build it unless satellite markets were certain of being developed. 

One of the most outspoken of the Government's critics 
was a former Minister of State at the Board of Trade, Sir 
John Vaughan Morgan, who said the Bill was clearly a most 
unloved foundling dumped on the Minister's doorstep. 

Mr. Kenneth Robinson (Lab., St. Pancras North) said the 
proposal to rebuild the market was catastrophic. While he 
supported using part of the site for an extension to the 
Royal Opera House, he favoured building a modern opera 
house, comparable with some of the best post-war buildings 
on the Continent. 

Dr. Charles Hill, Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
winding up for the Government, said under the new proposals, 
the market would occupy six to eight acres instead of 30. 
About 112 acres would be freed not only of their traffic 
problem but freed for development in accordance with the 
development plan of the cc. There was a planning oppor- 
tunity of the first magnitude, he said. 


Moves to co-ordinate planning frustrated 


Further efforts have been made in the House of Commons to 
persuade the Prime Minister to appoint a Minister of Planning. 

But once again Mr. Macmillan has told MPs, in reply to 
questions on the subject, that he considers it is doubtful 
whether any useful purpose would be served by such an 
appointment. 

Mrs. Joyce Butler, Labour MP for Wood Green 
frequently urged that there should be a special 
department, returned to the attack this week. 

She asked: ‘Does the Prime Minister realize that, in the 
speculative building boom we are now entering, loca! planning 
authorities increasingly need the help of a positive planning 
policy from a Minister who is responsible for traffic movement 
and commercial and industrial locations as well as planning 
the present planning administrations. Is he prepared to see 
the erosion of the green belts in the countryside, the increased 
traffic chaos and the urban congestion and disfigurement, 
which will be quite inevitable unless the Government make a 
new and positive approach to the planning problem?’ 

Mr. Macmillan said he should have thought it was the 
function of each Minister to indicate what planning was 
required in the sphere of his own department and for the 
Cabinet collectively to co-ordinate the planning.

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Mr. Hugh Gaitskell, Leader of the Opposition, pointing 
out that the problems of urban development, transport, and 
industrial and commercial location were all intimately bound 
up together, asked how these problems could be solved with- 
out a much closer degree of continuous co-ordination than 
was provided by an occasional cabinet meeting. 

Mr. Macmillan retorted that Mr. Gaitskell knew the 
working of Cabinet and Cabinet Committees, and he would 
have thought the question was not one that was just resolved 
by appointing a new Minister. 


Fascia boards—new controls? 


Lord Mancroft asked in the Lords whether local authorities 
had sufficient powers to control ‘the unsightly rash of spon- 
sored fascia boards which are now appearing on confectioners’ 
and tobacconists’ shops up and down the country’, and, if 
not, whether the Government would consider strengthening 
those powers “before the disease gets out of control’. 

A Government spokesman, Earl Waldegrave, said in a 
written reply: “The Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment (Mr. Henry Brooke) is well aware that this rash is 
causing widespread irritation. He is examining urgently 
whether more effective remedies need to be prescribed than 
those at present available.” 


New rules for public inquiries 

A code of rules for the procedure to be adopted at public 
inquiries relating to the compulsory acquisition of land, and 
appeals, under the Town and Country Planning Act are 
nearly ready, disclosed the Lord Chancellor (Viscount 
Kilmuir), in the House of Lords during a debate on the 
public inquiry into the proposals for ironstone working in 
north Oxfordshire. 

The Lord Chancellor added that he hoped to be able to 
submit them to the Council on Tribunals very shortly for 
their comments. 

He said this was avery importantstep. The modern approach 
if it was to function at all must infringe people's rights. It was 
essential that those whose rights might be infringed should 
have an opportunity of stating their objections and, if the 
decision went against them, they should be properly com- 
pensated. It was the Government’s aim to see that the 
procedure was the best and fairest possible. 


Future of Carlton House Terrace 


Asked in the Commons to make a statement on the plan to 
acquire Carlton House Terrace for building a new Foreign 
Office, the Minister of Works (Lord John Hope) said in a 
written reply: ‘The scheme, first approved in 1946, provided 
for the building of a new Foreign Office on the site of Carlton 
House Terrace behind the existing Mall facade. 

‘In view of the difficulty of meeting the up-to-date require- 
ments of the Foreign Office and a building on this site, the 
Government has now decided that, as soon as it is feasible to 
do so, the houses in Carlton House Terrace, which my 
Ministry holds on lease, shall be released to the Crown 
Estate Commissioners. 

‘I understand that the Commissioners intend to prepare a 
scheme for the internal conversion of the houses while pre- 
serving the existing facades both to the Mall and on the 
north side.’ 


Confidence in Sir Basil 

Asked why Sir Basil Spence had been appointed to design 
the new British Embassy buildings in Rome, Mr. Richard 
Thompson, Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister of 
Works, said in a Commons written reply that the Minister 
had chosen Sir Basil because he believe he would ‘produce a 
fine building on this important site’. 


Continental read furniture? 

Mr. Ernest Marples, the Transport Minister, said in a 
Commons written answer that he is considering whether a 
general review of British traffic signs is needed. He promised 
that the question of whether, or how far, the Continental 
system should be adopted would certainly be considered as 
part of any such review. 
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New ideas for building 


In the presence of the Lord Mayor of Coventry and other 
civic officers, Mr. F. R. Yerbury, Director of the Building 
Centre, last week opened a small exhibition of new building 
materials and techniques in the exhibition hall beneath the 
offices of the department of architecture and planning at 
Coventry. This hall is at street level and having glass walls, 
and looking on to a covered pavement, provides an admirable 
place for window gazing. The exhibition is well arranged and 
illustrates a number of innovations both foreign and British. 
Arthur Ling, the city architect and planner, believes in 
keeping the public informed not only on what is going on in 
the development of the city but also in the development of 
building methods. He is fortunate in being backed by enthu- 
siastic and far-sighted committees. 


Shopping centre for Coalville 


The Leicestershire mining town of Coalville is to have a new 
shopping centre. 

A £750,000 scheme to develop land known as the Central 
Field, adjoining the present shopping area, is likely to be 
started about the middle of next year. Twenty old shops and 
one of the town’s most substantial buildings, the Midland 
Bank, would be demolished, and about 60 new shops pro- 
vided. The scheme has received planning permission in 
principle. 

Explaining his plans recently, the architect, Mr. H. Owen 
Luder, of London, said Coalville was a good example of a 
town of considerable size, with a population approaching 
30,000, plus a further 30-40,000 in the hinterland, which had 
a shopping potential and deserved a thoroughly up-to-date 
centre. A tremendous amount of trade had gone out of the 
district because of the congestion and the old-fashioned 
properties. 

The basic conception of the scheme was a shopping precinct, 
planned to run from High Street, opposite the station, through 
to Belvoir Street, more or less opposite the present Woolworth’s 
store. This was considered to be a natural line for shopping 
circulation and once inside the precinct the shopper did not 
have to worry about cars. Service roads were provided at the 
rear. Included in the scheme would be a large restaurant, a 
small playground and nursery, where young children could

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be left while their mothers went shopping, and possibly an 
office block with a dance hall and other evening recreational 
use. If flats were required they could and would te provided 
without difficulty. The area to the east of the main precinct 
was allocated as a car park, and on the other side of the car 
park would be public open space.

Held at the Building Centre, the meeting was opened by 
Mr. N. Daniel, assistant general manager of Semtex Ltd., who 
arranged the programme, after which the firm’s technical 
director, Mr. L. H. Griffiths, gave an interesting talk on the 
manufacture and properties of thermoplastic tiles and 
P.V.C. flooring. This was followed by a film ‘Montage No. 1’, 
produced by Dunlop Rubber Film Unit, showing a colourful 
panorama of flooring materials. 

Opening the discussion forum, Stuart Bentley, chairman of 
the Group, stated that it was the first of a planned series of 
informal meetings designed to disseminate highly-specialized 
information in an informal manner. It was hoped to knit the 
Group more closely together and a number of similar evenings 
were planned for 1961. Members have been asked to send 
suggestions.

Renfrew Airport improvements 


To cater for the increasing passenger traffic at Renfrew 
Airport during the three-year period before transfer takes 
place to Abbotsinch, the Ministry of Aviation is to under- 
take an improvements scheme embracing the erection of a 
new Arrivals Hall and alterations and extensions to the 
existing Terminal Building. 

A prefabricated wooden building, 125ft by 40ft, the new 
Arrivals Hall will be used exclusively by incoming passengers 
on domestic flights, thereby freeing the Terminal Building 
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for the use of departing passengers and customs-processed 
incoming passengers. The building will be situated to the 
north of the Terminal, fronting the Apron adjacent to Barries 
Loan. There will be a one-way exit for vehicles to Glendee 
Road. The Arrivals Hall will include a buffet and kiosks. 

The alterations and extensions to the Terminal Building 
will include the repositioning of the BEA offices, processing 
desks and toilets. The concourse will be extended by the 
inclusion of an area now occupied by Customs, which will be 
transferred to the Domestic Baggage Hall. Previously separate, 
the transit and out-bound passenger lounges will be combined 
and the buffet area is to be increased by almost one-third. 


These changes are to be completed in time for the intro- 
duction of the BEA Vanguard service in April of next year. 
Last year 528,682 passengers were handled at Renfrew 


Airport, of whom 505,025 were terminal passengers. It is 
anticipated that by 1963 the total of terminal passengers will 
be in the region of 935,000.

Following experience gained during the past year in running 
pilot training courses for concrete gangers at the Research 
Establishment of the Cement and Concrete Association at 
Wexham Springs, the National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers and the Federation of Civil Engineering Con- 
tractors—who were jointly responsible for the inauguration 
of the courses—have decided to place the training scheme on 
a permanent basis. For the time being the venue will continue 
to be Wexham Springs. 


British Railways appointment 


British Railways Western Region have announced the 
appointment of Mr. R. L. Moorcroft, DA(Manc), ARIBA, as 
architect in the chief civil engineer’s office, Paddington. 

Educated at Manchester Regional College of Art, Mr. 
Moorcroft joined the Cheshire County Architect’s Depart- 
ment on completing his training and moved in 195! to the 
Esso Petroleum Co. Ltd. 

In December, 1955, he entered the service of the British 
Transport Commission as a sectional architect, and was 
promoted to principal assistant architect in January, 1958, 
which post he now vacates upon taking up his new appoint- 
ment.

New population density map 


The Ordnance Survey has published a map on the scale of 
10 miles to lin showing, by means of layer colouring, 
the density of population of most of England and Wales at 
the 1951 Census. 

The map is based on information available only in the 
county volumes of the census, the first of which appeared in 
1953 and the last in 1955. Information on the density of 
population was published in the county volumes for all areas 
down to wards of boroughs and urban districts and parishes 
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of rural districts. These densities were plotted on lin-to- 
the-mile Ordnance Survey sheets, reassessed where areas 
are not homogeneous, and then generalized at that scale into 
the six categories shown on the map. 

The new map will eventually comprise two sheets ; sheet one, 
now being printed, covering Scotland and Northern England 
as far as Westmorland and North Yorkshire, and sheet two, 
now published, covering the remainder of England and Wales. 

The main visual effect produced by the southern sheet is 
the contrast between the large groups of towns with densities 
of 400 or more persons per square mile and the ‘dense rural’ 
category which covers much of the English lowlands, as well 
as the more fertile parts of South-West England, South-West 
Wales, Anglesey, and coastal areas of North Wales. The 
principal urban concentrations show up well. Among them 
are Greater London, the West Midlands, an almost con- 
tinuous area east of the Pennines from Bradford and Leeds 
in the north to Derby and Nottingham in the south, a similar 
area covering most of South Lancashire from east of Man- 
chester through Liverpool to the Wirral peninsula, the mining 
valleys and large seaports of South Wales, Bristol and Bath, 
and an area of the South Coast from Poole to Seaford, broken 
only by the more sparsely populated New Forest.

St. Albans civic centre under way 


The construction of a £40,000 three-storey block of shops 
and offices paves the way for a modern civic centre in St. 
Albans, Herts. 

Frederick Gibberd’s design for the centre, which will 
occupy an area of more than seven acres on the east side of 
St. Peter’s Street, the main shopping street, links trade and 
civic life by providing paths from the shops to the civic 
square. The centre will include an assembly hall, municipal 
offices, a council chamber, magistrates’ court, and a police 
station. 

Some Georgian houses fronting the rebuilding site will be 
retained. Flanking one house is the 73ft-long main elevation 
of the first block of the civic centre. Between the old block 
and the new is an entrance piazza for the civic square, and 
a 6ft canopy projects above the ground-floor shops. 

A variety of materials are displayed on the new block, 
including Sicilian marble for the external columns and 
African mahogany for the upper-floor windows. Between 
the windows on the side elevations are slabs of reconstructed 
grey Cornish granite with Hopton white stone, and a fascia 
of reconstructed Derbyshire stone surrounds the top of the 
building: Essex brick of deep red, with purple pointings, is 
used for the windowless walls on the upper floors. 

A mural, by Mr. William Mitchell, depicting the history of 
St. Albans is on the end wall of the main street frontage. 


‘Avoid office projects’—Minister 

Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, has advised county councils concerned with the pro- 
posals of the Royal Commission on Local Government in 
Greater London to avoid for the time being new projects for 
offices or office extensions. 

This advice was given in reply to a letter from the MP for 
Folkestone and Hythe, Mr. A. P. Costain. Mr. Brooke added: 
‘I shall have this in mind in considering any applications for 
loan sanctions for these purposes’. 


To lecture at Harvard 


Three innovators in architecture—known for the enclosure 
of column-free space with geodesic domes, with thin concrete 
shells, and with soaring elliptical domes—will give a series 
of lectures at Harvard University during 1961-62. 

Appointed Charles Eliot Norton Professors for the 
academic year 1961-62 are: Felix Candela of Mexico, R. Buck- 
minster Fuller of the United States, and Pier Luigi Nervi of 
Italy. This will be the first year that the Professorship, which 
honours Harvard’s great teacher of fine arts, has been shared. 
Professor Candela will lecture from the middle of November to 
Christmas, 1961; Mr. Fuller, from the beginning of February 
to the middle of March, 1962; and Professor Nervi, from 
the beginning of April to the middle of May.

Extract from the report of the Assessors 
James A. H. Mottram, Professor J. H. Napper, and F. R. Wylie: 


ArT the first stage of the competition 50 designs were examined 
and six of these were selected to enter the second stage. 
These have now been considered and it is our unanimous 
decision that the best entry was that by J. Armstrong Lane, 
Duncan S. Bremner and J. Alan Bristow. 

In our opinion this design provides in a fitting manner the 
accommodation specified, and in every respect conforms to 
the conditions of the competition. We are satisfied that when 
executed the design will provide a building worthy of its 
important function and of the fine site provided for it. 

The building has been cleverly arranged on the site, with a 
logical and well-defined grouping of the various elements of 
the plan. The handling of the access roads and of the car park 
is quite outstanding. A notable feature is that the large car 
park called for has not been allowed (as it has in some of the 
other designs submitted) to compromise the visual apprecia- 
tion of the building. 

The rooms have been planned on a module of Sft Oin and 
are generally well-proportioned. The circulation is direct and 
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economical, and the departments most in use by the public 
have been grouped conveniently around the approach from 
Garshake Road. 

The character of the building and its fenestration emerge 
directly from the programme, the structure and _ the 
materials. 

The following criticisms are offered to enable the authors 
to improve some points of detail in the planning which we 
feel require further consideration :— 

(a) The size of the reception area at the first floor level 
leading to the council chamber is quite inadequate and could 
very well (and very easily) be doubled. 

(b) Access by the public to the lecture room is too indirect, 
and its approach through the hall—which also serves the 
council chamber—could prove inconvenient. We suggest that 
by some transposition of the accommodation in the treasurer’s 
department the public entrance and staircase in the two-storey 
block could be re-positioned in the south-east corner. In any 
case this block certainly requires a second stair to meet the 
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fire regulations. This alternative means of escape could be 
placed near the north-west corner. 

(c) The kitchen could with advantage be re-planned to 
provide a longer service counter to one of the dining rooms 
in the event of cafeteria service being required. 

(d) The printing department could be provided more 
economically in the basement, in view of the heavy floor 
loading involved. 

(e) In the basement, the space allocated to the boilers and 
calorifiers is probably too generous, and the excess area could 
very well be used to house the electrical switchgear, with or 
without a transformer room as the case may be. 

The report submitted by this competitor with the drawings 
is clear and concise. It amplifies the approach to the planning 
problems and gives an adequate outline specification of the 
nature of the structure and finishes proposed. 

The calculations of the cubic contents of the buildings and 
costs have been examined by James Barr & Son, quantity 
surveyors. In their opinion the scheme as drawn and described

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by this competitor would cost £664,219—and not £562,995 as 
estimated by the competitor. The surveyors point out, how- 
ever, that by the modification of two major items in the 
proposed specification the estimated cost could be reduced to 
£618,619, which is within 10 per cent of the competitor’s 
total. 

The modifications to which the surveyors have referred 
are :— 


(a) Use of single glazing in all windows in place of double 
glazing. 

(b) Use of concrete blocks with facing of granite aggregate 
in place of natural granite, in the walls of the council chamber. 


Our view is that while the first of these savings could be 
adopted, it would not be advisable to use any form of artificial 
stone to face the walls of the council chamber. We recom- 
mend therefore that the specification put forward by this 
competitor be approved in principle, subject only to the 
omission of the costly item of double glazing.

YouncG children like to play in small 
groups near their homes. In cities this 
means either in the courtyard between 
their houses or in the street, where 
daring imaginative games can be devised 
from minimum resources. Apart from 
the physical risk, this behaviour-pattern 
is a healthy one, and Birmingham policy 
is to site a toddlers’ play area as close 
as possible to each new block of flats 
so that mothers can see and, if necessary, 
control their youngsters’ activities. 

A problem then arises, for conven- 
tional play equipment, however good 
for exercise, does little to stimulate the 
child’s imagination, and tends to look 
unsightly in such intimate domestic 
landscape settings. 

For these reasons concrete play 
sculptures were first introduced in 


Birmingham last year, and the six 
already installed have proved so success- 
ful that more are in preparation, in- 


cluding bolder abstract sculptures, to a 
larger scale, designed to encourage 
climbing, swinging and balancing by 
older children, and sited in special play 
areas shared between several blocks. 
But whether for toddlers, for older 
children, or for use by both, each play 
area is designed individually as a com- 
plete entity, with the play sculpture 
forming an essential landscape element. 
The first sculpture executed by the team 
described above was a slide (photo 3, 
page 768). It is sited in the restricted play 
area of a high-density housing unit in 
NechellsGreen Redevelopment Area, and 
is, in fact, used by children of all ages. 
Its construction is of in situ reinforced 
concrete with an inset brass slide, and 
the formwork was designed for eco- 
nomical re-use on at least four occasions. 
The remaining play sculptures, with 
the exception of one type mentioned 
later, have been designed and executed

by the sculptor, in their entirety, in his 
studio. This raises problems of trans- 
port as larger pieces can weigh anything 
from 14 to 2ton and estimates for them 
have to include an item for transport 
which covers the cost of loading and off- 
loading. 

Five of these sculptures are illustrated 
in their final settings. The smallest, the 
bird at Bangham Pit Estate, is sited in 
a forecourt between tall blocks of flats. 
It is designed for toddlers and is raised 
sufficiently on its concrete stalk to 
enable them to swing and somersault 
over its wings (photo 1). 


Larger, ard rather less representa- 
tional, is another bird at the Millpool 
Hall Estate (photo 2), designed for 
children of all ages. It is sited near to 
a clump of Acer Cappadocicum at the 
crest of a grass slope, with easy access 
from five eight-storey point blocks of 
flats and some nearby houses. 


At Kents Moat Estate sculptures have 
been provided for two play areas. The 
main children’s play area (photo 4) was 
restricted in relation to the numbers to 
be catered for, and the problem was 
not only to attract the children to it, 
but to discourage straying on to the 
adjoining road, or scaling nearby stores 
to the annoyance of the ground-and first- 
floor tenants. Here, the sculptures seem 
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to have proved a satisfying counter- 
attraction to both. 

The separate toddlers’ play area, in a 
secluded corner of the site, is equipped 
with seats for the mothers, while the 
play sculpture (photo 7) in the form of 
a bird 2ft 9in high, backed by a group 
of Betula Verrucosa, is also popular. 

The most successful of all the 
sculptures has been that used at 
Hawkesley Farm Moat Estate. Of ab- 
stract design, this is a good example of 
functional play sculpture. Constructed 
of concrete, modelled and built up on 
a metal armature and finished in dull 
metallic paint, it stands on a hard 
surface base at the entrance to the play 
area used by the older children, serving 
not only as an introduction to the 
playground but also as an important 
feature in the general landscaping of the 
estate (plan page 767 and photos 5, 6). 

Finally, there is a third group of 
representational sculptures built up on 
site from the granite setts now exca- 
vated in quantities from redundant 
roads in the city. The photographs 
(photos 8, 9) show two examples: 
a tadpole feature in the sunken play 
area for toddlers at Unit 13 in Nechells 
Green, and an octopus built in another 
sunken background behind the city’s 
first 16-storey block of flats on the 
Lyndhurst Estate at Erdington.

Site 


The site is on the edge of the village of 
Henley-in-Arden, in the grounds of an 
existing residential school. It is a 
beautiful site with many fine trees and 
it overlooks a small valley on the east. 
There is a gentle slope from the road 
on the west down to a brook which 
skirts the east and the north boundaries. 

The buildings are of irregular form, 
to be in character with the irregular 
topography, and the main teaching 
block is three storeys high, to be in 
scale with the surrounding trees. 


Planning 
The plan consists of two parallel teach- 
ing blocks, three and two storeys high, 
overlooking the playing fields to the 
east, with the hall, kitchen and work- 
shops at right angles on the west. 
Buildings are grouped to form an

Designed to have an affinity with 
many fine houses in the district the 
school has finishes of black half- 
timbering with red brick infilling. The 
structural frame is light steelwork, 
cased in concrete and painted black, 
infilling being dark red brickwork and 
metal windows. 

Floors and flat roofs are of precast 
units and the roofs of the two- and 
three-storey blocks are of metal trusses 
carrying wood wool slabs.

The site is open, which led to free plan- 
ning, but existing hard tennis courts 
were to be retained and these had to 
be considered at the planning stage.

A Goop guessing game, particularly for the lucky recipient 
of this little Christmas package, might very well be ‘Name the 
Six’ (in this case the first six to be chosen for the series). 

Of course, I am not suggesting seriously that the publishers 
of these excellent low-priced books are assigning priorities to 
one or another architect in the order of their appearance. The 
undisputed position of Frank Lloyd Wright, Le Corbusier, 
and Mies Van Der Rohe, would make it imperative that they 
be included, but I am willing to take bets that most architects 
will immediately dive for the book on Gaudi. Much has 
already been written about the top three (and much specula- 
tion goes on as to who is going to pick up the mantle dropped 
by F.L.W.), but until quite recently few of us had heard of 
Gaudi. Strenuous digging into the subject of this man’s life 
and work, conducted during the past 10 years by such as 
Professor Collins, has brought about a general reassessment 
of his position in relation to art and architecture. One 
famous art historian has been forced to raise Gaudi's status 
from a reference in a footnote to an important place in the 
text, and now says ‘he is the only genius produced by Art 
Nouveau’. 

For the student of architecture—whether as budding 
architect or, even more importantly, as budding enlightened 
client—the timely appearance of a series such as this should 
provide a useful perspective from which to view the achieve- 
ments of those of the ‘not quite so great’ and help us to 
decide whether there really is such a thing as ‘mainstream’ 
architecture and, if so, whether we are going to swim with it 
or struggle like mad to get to the shore. Where Wright and 
Corb. like to be thought of as poets, Gaudi, it appears, came 
to be regarded as near saint. But it is rather as a sculptor, 
concerned with the three-dimensional aspects of architecture, 
and as an engineer of brilliantly imaginative structural 
concepts, that his ideas have begun to influence modern 
architects. We may look forward, therefore, to volumes on 
the work of Niemeyer, Candela, and Saarinen—it’s anybody’s 
guess. 


Concrete in Building Work : Materials and Techniques 


by W. G. Gregory. | Hong Kong University Press (London : 
Oxford University Press). 7s 6d. 


IN his introduction Mr. Gregory says “These notes, in 
quick reference form, are intended to present concrete 
in its application to normal building works for architects 
and architectural students. They cover certain auxiliary 
aspects not found in text books, while omitting purely engi- 
neering applications of concrete. They give good everyday 
practice which can be achieved on all building sites.” He 
has fulfilled his object very successfully. At 7s 6d this is 
essence of practical knowledge. 

The book, 6}in x 9}in with cloth covers, is mainly printed 
on one side of each page only, presumably to permit readers 
to annotate the work with their own notes alongside on the 
left-hand page. Occasionally tables are printed on the page 
opposite matter. 

The book is essentially in the form of notes: one state- 
ment comes directly under another, a line at a time. The 
notes are in clear-cut sections, commencing with materials, 
thus 

A. Cement 

a. Composition 

¥ calcareous material—chalk or marl (calcium carbonate) 

¥ argillaceous material—clay or shale (alumina and 
silica), 
etc., and in this form all the way through, enabling any note 
to be found without diligent searching of paragraphs. The 
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‘tick’ signs appear to be used to indicate minor headings 
for quick identification. 

Following the descriptions of cements are methods of 
manufacture, packing, types, storage and characteristics, 
the last including initial and final setting times for ordinary, 
rapid hardening and quick setting portland cements at 
65 deg F. Then aggregates follow where under definitions, 
fine aggregate is that passing a yin sieve—oddly brief in 
that it could all be dust but later defined by reference to 
BSS (sic) 882. A practical note follows that, with crushed 
grit, stone crushers with worn jaws may produce an 
unsatisfactory flat shape. A most useful table is’ given on 
page 17 on the bulking of sand when moist and saturated. 

I could quote extensively from the many admirable 
points Mr. Gregory has brought out but must be content 
to recommend most strongly this modestly priced book to 
all interested in and concerned with practical conereting. 
That it is written primarily for Hong Kong does not in any 
way invalidate the notes for use in any other part of the 
globe, as references are made to British practice, British 
Standards and the research work so admirably done by the 
Australian Commonwealth Experimental Building Station, 
not forgetting our own Building Research Station’s work. 
References to Hong Kong peculiarities appear in the alter- 
native packings of cement and a warning about clothes 
washing in water stored for concreting. The final chapter 
deals briefly and adequately with decorative surface treat- 
ment.

The Buildings of England—Buckinghamshire 
by Nikolaus Pevsner. Penguin Books Ltd. 10s 6d. 


Now that Nikolaus Pevsner has reached his nineteenth 
volume in the Penguin Buildings of England series, I find, 
if I have to make a journey, or even change my place of 
residence, that I congratulate myself if Pevsner has been 
there before me and listed all the architectural features 
that should be seen. In fact I have become an addict, and 
wait impatiently for the whole land to be scrutinized—and 
after England, Wales! How can he resist Monmouthshire, 
or stop short of St. Davids? Meanwhile the route from 
Bristol to Penzance, all of which he has traversed, is more 
rewarding than that from Bristol to Manchester through 
counties so far not Pevsnerized. And now the inclusion of 
Buckinghamshire in the series leaves only Kent and Surrey 
to be covered, and his architectural description of London 
and the Home Counties will be completed. 

Beyond Metroland there are many most agreeable small 
towns, like Buckingham itself, all carefully perambulated, 
and many more unspoilt villages, in which outwardly 
unimpressive churches frequently contain great monuments 
to generations of families whose country residences in this 
county were so conveniently near the capital—the Bedford 
chapel at Chenies is ‘the richest storehouse of funeral monu- 
ments in any parish church of England’. There are splendid 
examples of every style from the Dormer monument of 
1552 at Wing ‘the finest monument of its date in England’ 
(which Dr. Pevsner’s unrivalled erudition enables him to 
compare with contemporary work at Padua and Ecouen 
and Lacock) to Gilbert’s ‘Baroque crustaceous brand of 
proto-Art Nouveau’ at Chenies. 

The two greatest monuments of the county, Stowe and 
Eton, are fully described, with the aid of plans which will 
save the visitor from missing any of the unique series of 
garden buildings and follies at the former, or any 
picturesque features at the latter place, where Sir William 
Holford’s new chapel vault provokes an outstanding page 
of architectural criticism, and the pious hope is expressed 
that the ornate Victorian lamp standard known as the 
Burning Bush may be ‘steadfastly preserved’. 

Many readers and tourists surfeited with old churches 
and ruins and castles will be relieved to know that Bucking- 
ham is not a county for the medievalist. But if we want to 
see rococo, where else in England can we go if not to 
Claydon Hall, which can only be compared with German 
and Austrian work? If we are interested in the Gothic 
Revival, there are more early examples in Buckingham 
than in any other English county.

In the foreword Pevsner makes once again the awe- 
inspiring declaration, ‘I have myself seen everything that 
I describe’, which explains why these books are so much 
more than mere informative but dry-as-dust inventories. 
Again and again the accumulated facts are so enlivened 
by personal comment and suggestive comparison that, 
mirabile dictum, the Buildings of England series is good to 
read, or at least to browse in. Once he is stung to comment 
of a non-architectural kind, when he discovers ‘with horror 
and incredulity’ in the history of Eton, that ‘humane edu- 
cation is a recent growth’. He is obviously fascinated by the 
self-assertive high Victorian exuberance of the Rothschild 
palaces in the neighbourhood of Aylesbury, and goes so 
far as to provide a family tree of this extraordinary family 
who between them built Halton, Aston Clinton (now 
demolished), Mentmore, Waddesdon, Ascott and Tring 
(outside the county), But surely the author could have 
departed from the strictly architectural path just enough 
to inform the reader of such facts that Ascott now belongs 
to the National Trust, and Waddesdon is a country branch 
of the Victoria and Albert Museum; and, without going 
into details, indicate that both these houses contain col- 
lections of masterpieces of painting and other works of 
art, lest the traveller with no taste for nineteenth-century 
eclecticism should pass by the treasures contained in these 
fantastic mansions.

New Housing in Great Britain 


by Hansmartin Bruckmann and David L. Lewis. 
Ltd. 50s. 


Tuis is the second volume in a series by a German publisher, 
the first being Contemporary Finnish Houses. It is obviously 
very useful to be able to compare recent work in different 
countries and it is to be hoped that the series will be rapidly 
extended to cover at least Sweden, Denmark, Holland, 
Switzerland and Italy. 

The present volume covers the New Towns, including 
Cumbernauld, although some of the more recent high-density 
housing of the last year, in Stevenage and elsewhere, has just 
failed to get in. It also illustrates Golden Lane, Roehampton, 
Pimlico, Loughborough Road, both schemes at Ham 
Common, Lasdun’s cluster at Bethnal Green, Park Hill, 
Sheffield and a number of private houses. 

The illustrations are good and well chosen. The plans, 
layouts and details are clear and nearly always have scales 
on them. The text, which is in English and German, keeps to 
the point and gives the maximum of information with cross 
references to books and articles. Altogether a very useful and 
handy reference book for those whose filing systems are not 
quite in working order. G.L.

Recent Italian Architecture 
by Agnoldomenico Pica: Edizioni del Milione. Distributed by 
Alec Tiranti Ltd. 25s. 


ITALIAN architecture since the war has been extremely 
interesting and yet somewhat baffling. It is difficult for an 
outsider to follow all the convolutions of what certainly 
appear to be a particularly restless climate of architectural 
opinion. Reyner Banham’s article in the Architectural Review 
last year, which incidentally seems to have caused consider- 
able fluttering in Italian architectural dovecots, may have 
unintentionally given the impression that Italian architecture 
is rapidly going to the dogs. 

This is certainly not the case as even a brief visit to a town 
like Milan will prove. Italian architecture today has enormous 
verve. Every architect and even every building seems to be 
a law unto itself. There is very little fussiness in detail; the 
Roman feeling for big scale and bold shapes has been 
recaptured in a variety of different ways with no trace of the 
pomposity and dullness of the period before the war. Even 
the controversial buildings such as the Torre Velasca are 
remarkable achievements whether one regards them as 
justified or not. 
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This present volume, which is one of a series, is essentially 
a picture book of over 300 illustrations grouped by the 
author in three sections: examples of ‘rationalist resistance’, 
examples ‘influenced by organic architecture’, and examples 
of ‘post-rationalism’. There is a brief introduction which 
describes the evolving climate of architectural opinion and 
this is a considerable help in understanding what is going on. 
There is also an excellent and extremely full bibliography. 

The main body of the book however is rather disappointing. 
The range of work shown is very wide but there is rarely 
sufficient shown of any one example to enable one to 
appreciate it. There are far too few plans and none have 
scales. It is open to criticism in other ways: the quality of 
reproduction is not as good as that normal in Italy; the proof 
reading has been very sloppily done and there is a large 
number of very peculiar englishisms in the text such as 
‘particular’ instead of ‘detail’, ‘restauration’, ‘transversal’, 
‘femminine’, ‘archihtects’ and so on. 

Even if one succeeds in ignoring blemishes such as these, 
one is left with the feeling that the author has not been in 
full control of his material and has tried to do too much in 
too small a space. However, even this may be excusable in 
view of the very varied nature of the material itself. 

Even with its shortcomings however this is an interesting 
book which does something which all the excellent books on 
modern Italian architecture have not quite succeeded in doing 
—that is to help to make it understandable.

A TRANSLATION of a well-known German book on the 
subject, published in 1953. The original was a model of 
German thoroughness and was consulted by English archi- 
tects in spite of the lack of English sub-titles. It was, and is, 
based largely on German and Swiss examples and practice 
and the fact that these are now seven years out-of-date must 
necessarily reduce the usefulness of this translation. 

Nevertheless the lack of any English equivalent, and the 
fact that some effort has been made to adapt the book to 
its new audience, makes this a worth-while addition to the 
office library.
